“ How much older art thou than thy 
look¢?” It may be asked of British 
Columbia, How much younger art 
thou: than thy looks? Probably no 
othe# Colony. over which Viororta) 
sways her benign sceptre has lived so | 
long in eight years as this British Col-| 
umbja of ours. In 1858 it rushed into | 
a sort of effervescent existence, thro’ } 
the discovery of rich placer diggings} 
on the banks and bars of the Lower 
Fraser. In 
like’ 40,000 persons, representing the | 
good and bad of almost every nation | 
and! kindred and people and tongue 
under heaven, rushed ‘to these shores. | 
The then Governor, unace ustomed to 
such an invasion, and viewing all for-| 
eiguers as intruders, conceived it to be} 
his‘daty, either in the interest of his 
Queéen or in the interest of the “Blan- 
ket: Aristocracy,” of which he was 
still the representative, it is difficult 
to gay which, to repel this tide of im- 
migration, first by compelling all who| 
entered the “ Promised Land” to pay 
aheavy fee to the Hudson Bay Co.; 
and secondly, ‘by the more extreme 
mehsure of establishing a blockade by | 
anéghoring one of Her Majesty’s gun | 
boats at the entrance of one of Her'| 
Majesty’s Colonies for the purpose of| 
cldging its gates against the white in- 
trividers! We must look to China and 
Japan for a parallel—nay, even there 
wé:look in vain, for these countries

policy so short-sighted and illiberal. 
Ofcourse the sight of heaps of glitter- 
ing gold beyond was sufficiently temp- 
ting to cause many to “run the block- 
ade,” so that, altho’ alarge percentage 
beeame disgusted and never crossed 
over Jordan, others did penetrate the 
wilds of British Columbia, many of 
whom were richly rewarded for their 
courage and perseverance. But the 
result common to “rushes” to all 
géld countries followed in this in- 
stance. The’ majority were dis- 
appointed ; and disappointment, cou- 
‘pled with the advent of winter, 
the absence of anything like a 
régular or adequate supply of the 
ss candi of life, atid the cold and 
ufwelcome bearing of the authorities 
_of the land, sent them away from our 
shores with empty .pockets, ragged 


‘backs, hungry belhes and cursing) 


throats. Now, we are not going to 
charge the whole of this disaster to the 
Government of the day. Much of it 
vas due to natural causes; much, also, 
if must be admitted, to the adoption 
of the Asiatic policy of shutting the 
gates of the country against the in- 
gress of “outside barbarians” and their 
trade and capital, a policy which told 
eadly against. British Columbia for 
Yong after. The next rush came in 
£862, and although numerically less 
than the first, the percentage left in 
the Colony was probably greater. 
But during all that time the policy of 
the Government was not such as to 
hold out any encouragement for peo- 


ple to settle in the country. It ap-| 


peared to be governed altogether in 
tthe interest of the governing class and 
@ few land speculators in and around 
‘Victoria. The salaries of favorite offi- 
feials were raised, and offices were 
jmianutactured for the accommodation 
.of hangers-on to such an extent as to 
;make taxation altogether intolerable, 
sand drive hundreds of industrious and 
ideséerving persons away. The Gov- 
.ernor, although instructed to consult 
‘ such personsas possessed the confidence 
of the people, held on to his despotic 
i power with that jealous, eager grasp 
with which the miser clutches his 
money-bags when the “grim monster” 
is feeling for his heart-strings. The 
people complained through the local 
press, petitioned the Home Govern-
